It was with profound regret and shéck that I learned of
your order to have the United States Air Force carry out so-called
1 mgpping f1ights over the campus of the University of Alabama .

This order was given by you in spite of the fact that
po law had been violated by the University of Alabams, Or its
student body, or its board of trustees or its administretive
officials.

{ Indeed, the University of Alsbama always has acted with
‘ hopor and forbearance. You will recall that at the time of the
Lucy crisis the calm judgment of the University oi Alabama was
ultimately upheld and vindicated by the federal courts.

\

) ) I personally have every confidence in the abllity end
' desire of University of Alebama officials, and our people, to
legally resolve any similar problems that might arise in the future.

Your order for the mapping of the University campus,
411-considered that it was, came Just vhen all men of good will
ghould be uniting in the common desire to find a peaceable, DoD-
violent soclution to the great problem that divides our nation.

No such solution can ever be attained so long as the
people of one race deliberately are pleyed against the other, for
vhatever purpose. Unfortunsately, this was the end result, at least,
of the mapping fijghts--flights ecarried out in military secrecy and
then revealed in heavy, black headlines as an accomplished fact.

The people of the South already have been sorely tried
by gratuitous attacks upon their honor, their integrity and their
sincerity; by continued assaults upon their customs, their traditions

and their cherished way of life.

I had hoped, Mr. Attorney General, that the extremists
on both sides of the Mason and Dixon Line would by now have retired
from the field, leaving the way clear for men of understanding,

. sound judgment and sincerity of purpose.

Certainly, however, by recklessly ordering the mapping
flights you did nothing to contribute to the cause of understanding

and fair play.

I believe, Mr. Attorney General, that you owe the people of
Alsbama a sincere public apology for pre-judging them in the worst
possible light.
